U2, “No Line On The Horizon,” 
(Interseope Reeords) 

On the title traek of U2’s latest 
album, “No Line On The 
Horizon,” frontman Bono sings 
“Every night I have the same 
dream/I’m hatehing some plot, 
seheming some seheme.” 

The Irish roekers’ 12th studio 
album refleets some heavy 
seheming on the part of 
the band, and its longtime 
produeers, to mine wider sonie 
territory that the band has 
explored sinee the 1990s. 

The result is an album that feels 
more eompelling in sound and 
less strident in message than 
U2’s previous two efforts this 
deeade, whieh offered some 
bright spots but seemed erafted 
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starting at 8.30pm

with a U2-by-the-numbers 
approaeh. 

The aehievement of “No Line” 
is due to the handiwork of U2’s 
reeording studio midwives: 
Brian Eno, Daniel Lanois and 
Steve Lillywhite, who have 
had a hand in shaping nearly 
every U2 album. 

On “No Line ...,” Eno and 
Lanois play a more hands- 
on role, meriting the duo eo- 
songwriting eredits with Bono 
and the rest of U2 — guitarist 
The Edge, bassist Adam 
Clayton and drummer Larry 
Mullen Jr. — on all but four of 
the album’s 11 traeks. 

“No Line ... “ falls short of the 
wholesale reinvention that U2 
underwent on 199rs “Aehtung 
Baby,” but in its best moments 
showeases a refreshing return 
to musieal exploration for a 
band that released its debut 
album 29 years ago. 

The driving-but-disj ointed 
leadoff single, “Get On Your 
Boots,” has underwhelmed 
some U2 followers, but there is 
reassuranee — the traek is not 
representative of the album. 
One standout traek is 
“Magnifieent.” It begins with 
a brooding guitar line then 
weaves into a danee beat 
baeked over layered keyboards 
and explodes into shimmering. 
The Edge-trademark guitar 
fireworks. Bono raises it up a 
noteh, wailing “Only love/Only 
love ean leave sueh a mark/But 
only love/Only love ean heal 
sueh a sear.” 

The traek’s anthemie build and 
release is no less effeetive than 
the band’s signature stadium- 
pleaser “Where The Streets 
Have No Name.” But one 
streteh of lyries where Bono 
deelares he was “born to sing 
for you/I didn’t have a ehoiee 
but to lift you up,” will do 
little to allay erities who view 
the singer as a self-appointed 
savior-megalomaniae. 

Another gem is “Moment of 
Surrender,” a midtempo ballad 
that eloeks in at longer than 7 


minutes. With a rolling bassline 
and ehureh organ sound as 
a baekdrop, Bono delivers a 
soulful, passionate voeal as 
he sings “We set ourselves on 
fire/Oh God, do not deny her/ 
It’s not if I believe in love/But 
if love believes in me.” 
Thematieally, “No Line 
...” finds Bono the lyrieist 
exploring familiar U2 fare: 
love, hope, God and war, but 
less direetly. 

On the surreal roeker “Unknown 
Caller,” whieh opens with the 
birdsong heard in the open-air 
spaee in Fez, Moroeeo, where 
it was reeorded, Bono sings 
of a man lost “between the 
midnight and the dawning/In 
a plaee of no eonsequenee of 
eompany,” and then a sing- 
along ehorus implores him to 
“Eseape yourself and gravity ... 
Foree quit and move to trash” 
— a nod to Mae eomputer 
users? 

The message is more 
straightforward on “I’ll Go 
Crazy If I Don’t Go Crazy 
Tonight,” whieh despite its 
eumbersome title has U2 
making their most unabashed 
pop song yet. 

Just when you think you’ve 
got a handle on “No Line ...,” 
U2 ehannels its heretofore 
unseen funky side with “Stand 
Up Comedy.” The song works 
overall, but stumbles on some 
awkward rhyming when Bono 
sings “Stand up to roek stars/ 
Napoleon is in high heels/ 
Josephine be eareful of small 
men with big ideas.” 

More satisfying is the album’s 
pivot point, the ambient, 
eleetro-roeker “Fez-Being 
Born.” 

U2 left the most eompelling 
songs on “No Line ... “ on the 
latter half of the album: The 
fragile, folk song like “White 
As Snow,” and the einematie, 
spare eloser, “Cedars Of 
Lebanon.” The song features 
a half-spoken voeal by Bono 
delivered from the viewpoint 
of a war eorrespondent.Q

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US banks post first quarterly loss since 1990

WASHINGTON - The nation’s 
banks lost $26.2 billion in the 
last three months of 2008, the 
first quarterly deficit in 18 
years, as the housing and credit 
crises escalated. 

The Federal Deposit Insurance 
Corp. said Thursday that U.S. 
banks and thrifts also more 
than doubled the amount they 
set aside to cover potential 
loan losses, to $69.3 billion in 
the fourth quarter from $32.1 
billion a year earlier. 

Regulators said there were 252 
banks in trouble at the end of 
2008, up from 171 in the third 
quarter. 

The FDIC also said that for 
all of last year, the banking 
industry earned $16.1 billion, 
the smallest annual profit since 
1990. 

The fourth-quarter loss 
compared with a $575 million 
profit in the fourth quarter of 
2007. 

Rising losses on loans and 
eroding values of assets 
“overwhelmed” banks’ 

revenues in the fourth quarter, 
the FDIC said. More than two- 
thirds of all banks and thrifts 
turned a profit in that period but 
their earnings were outstripped 
by large losses at a number of 
major banks. 

FDIC Chairman Sheila Bair, 
reaching for a silver lining in 
the dismal picture, noted that 
total bank deposits increased in 
the October-December period 
by $307.9 billion, or 3.5 percent 
— the largest rise in 10 years. 
Deposits in domestic bank 
offices rose $274.1 billion, or 
3.8 percent. 

That showed confidence in the 
banking system and deposit 
insurance, Bair said. But she 
acknowledged that “the fourth 
quarter was a tough end to a 
tough year for the banking 
industry.” 

The latest indications of 
financial distress came as 
the Obama administration 
proposed boosting the federal 
deficit by an additional $250 
billion this year, enough to 
support as much as $750 billion 
in increased spending under the 
government’s rescue program 
for banks and other financial 
institutions. That would more 
than double the $700 billion 
bank bailout passedby Congress 
last October that has provided 
aid to Citigroup Inc., Bank of 
America Corp. and hundreds 
more financial institutions of 
all sizes. 

The Office ofThrift Supervision, 
meanwhile, announced a loss of 


$3 billion in the fourth quarter 
and a record $13 billion annual 
loss for savings and loans last 
year. 

The agency, part of the Treasury 
Department, also said it is 
launching a new unit to monitor 
thrifts with more than $ 10 billion 
in assets. The new “large bank 
unit” will be working onsite at 
about 25 savings institutions. 
The OTS also will create 
new standards for reviewing 
enforcement actions on thrifts 
that do not meet minimum 
standards. 

Thrifts are important to 


consumer lending because they 
must have at least 65 percent 
of their lending in mortgages 
and other consumer loans. That 
also has made them especially 
vulnerable to the housing 
downturn: troubled assets now 
account for more than 2.5 
percent of total thrift assets, up 
from nearly 1.7 percent a year 
ago. 

Two of the biggest bank failures 
in the nation’s history occurred 
last year and involved thrifts, 
and some lawmakers have 
raised concerns about the OTS’ 
oversight of the industry. □

DETROIT - General Motors 
Corp. posted a $9.6 billion

The nation’s biggest domestic 
automaker said Thursday it 
lost $30.9 billion for the full 
year and expects to state in

its upcoming annual report 
whether its auditors believe 
the company remains a “going 
concern.” GM and its auditors 
must determine whether there 
is substantial doubt about the 
automaker’s ability to continue 
it operations. 

Chief Financial Officer Ray 
Young said the determination 
will depend a lot on whether GM 
gets further government loans 
and whether it can accomplish 
its restructuring goals. 

Young said that auditors are 
studying the future of the 
company because “there’s 
uncertainty with how the 
Treasury will view our viability 
plan,” and “uncertainty on 
whether we’re going to be able 
to execute the terms of our loan 
agreement.” 

The company has received $13.4 
billion in federal loans since Dec. 
31 and says it needs up to $30 
billion to stay out of Chapter 11 
bankruptcy protection. Top GM 
executives were in Washington, 
D.C., Thursday to meet with 
the Obama administration’s 
auto task force to talk about 
restructuring and additional 
loans. “2008 was an extremely 
difficult year for the U.S. and 
global auto markets, especially 
the second half,” Chairman and 
CEO Rick Wagoner said in a 
statement. “These conditions 
created a very challenging 
environment for GM and other 
automakers and led us to take 
further aggressive and difficult 
measures to restructure our 
business.” 

Young said GM would reduce 


its structural costs by another 
$4.5 billion in 2009, from $30.8 
billion to $26.3 billion. 

GM’s adjusted cash bum for the 
year in 2008 was $19.2 billion, 
but Young expects that to fall 
to $14 billion in 2009 as the 
company cuts stmctural costs. 
The company still will need 
more government help, he said, 
because GM expects the entire 
auto industry to sell a dismal 
10.5 million vehicles in the 
U.S. this year. 

Most of the cash bum this 
year can be attributed to the 
temporary shutdown of many 
GM plants during the month of 
January, he said. 

“We’re not pleased with a 
negative $14 billion cash flow 
bum, that’s still a very, very 
sizeable amount,” he said, “but 
at the same time we recognize 
that the industry conditions in 
‘09 are going to remain fairly 
challenging.” 

GM reported a net loss of 
$15.71 per share for the fourth 
quarter, compared with a loss of 
$722 million, or $ 1.28 per share 
in the year-ago period. 

Quarterly revenue fell 3 9 percent 
to $30.8 billion from $46.8 
billion, as credit availability 
froze across the globe, and a 
lack of consumer confidence 
and fears of job losses kept 
people from buying vehicles. 
GM’s fourth-quarter loss 
included $3.7 billion in special 
items, including a $1.1 billion 
charge for a drop in value of 
machinery for the Hummer and 
Saab brands, which are up for 
sale. □

(HealthDay News) — Past 
studies have suggested that 
caffeine might offer some 
protection from skin cancer, 
and new research may explain 
why. 

“We have found what we 
believe to be the mechanism 
by which caffeine is associated 
with decreased skin cancer,” 
said lead researcher Dr. Paul 
Nghiem, an associate professor 
of dermatology at the University 
of Washington in Seattle. 

For the study, Nghiem’s team 
looked at caffeine’s effect on 
human skin cells in a laboratory 
that had been exposed to 
ultraviolet radiation. They 
found that in cells damaged by 
UV rays, caffeine interrupted 
a protein called ATR-Chkl, 
causing the damaged cells to 
self-destruct. 

“Caffeine has no effect on 
undamaged cells,” Nghiem 
said. 

ATR is essential to damaged 
cells that are growing rapidly. 


Nghiem said, and caffeine 
specifically targets damaged 
cells that can become cancerous. 
“Caffeine more than doubles the 
number of damaged cells that 
will die normally after a given 
dose of UV,” he said. 

“This is a biological mechanism 
that explains what we have been 
seeing for many years from 
the oral intake of caffeine,” he 
added. 

The findings were published 
online Feb. 26 in the Journal of 
Investigative Dermatology. 

But, Nghiem added, people 
shouldn’t increase the amount 
of coffee or tea they drink to 
prevent skin cancer. “You are 
talking a lot of cups for a lot 
of years for a relatively small 
effect,” he said. “But if you like 
it, it’s another reason to drink 
it.” 

Nghiem has also been 
experimenting with applying 
caffeine directly to the skin. 
“It suppresses skin cancer 
development by as much as 
72 percent in mice, and human 
studies are moving ahead 
slowly,” he said. 


It’s possible that topical caffeine 
preparations might one day 
be used to help prevent skin 
cancer, Nghiem said. “Caffeine 
is both a sunscreen and it deletes 
damaged cells,” he said. “It may 
well make sense to put it into a 
sunscreen preparation.” 

Dr. Robin Ashinoff, a 
dermatologist and clinical 
associate professor of 
dermatology at New York 
University’s Langone Medical 
Center, thinks these findings 
need to be verified before 
they can have any clinical 
application. 

“This study tells me that caffeine 
may be a useful ingredient 
topically to remove ultraviolet- 
genetically damaged cells from 
reproducing,” Ashinoff said. 
“This may help prevent the 
development of skin cancer.” 

“It is interesting that caffeine, 
which is thought to have a 
negative connotation, has 
already been shown to be 
associated with lower incidences 
of non-melanoma skin cancers 
in several epidemiological 
studies,” she added. 


Dr. Albert Lefkovits, a 
spokesman for the Skin 
Cancer Foundation and an 
associate clinical professor 
of dermatology at the Mount 
Sinai School of Medicine in 
New York City, doesn’t think 
it’s been proven that caffeine 
reduces the risk of skin cancer. 
“While this is an interesting 
concept that has been explored 
before, it will take years of 
extensive testing to determine 


whetherthis wihbe a worthwhile 
prevention method,” Lefkovits 
said. 

“And, the study doesn’t discuss 
how much caffeine would be 
needed for any real benefit,” he 
said. “For instance, many people 
drink large amounts of caffeine 
on a daily basis and still get 
skin cancer. Protecting yourself 
from the sun is currently the 
only proven way to prevent 
skin cancer. ”□

Americans receiving un- 
empieyment tops 5 miiiion

WASHINGTON - As bad as it is already, the 
economy keeps getting worse — and government 
figures Thursday provided more evidence that 
the downward spiral won’t end anytime soon. 
The number of Americans seeking unemployment 
benefits topped 5 million for the first time since 
record-keeping began in 1967. And the number 
of first-time claims hit 667,000, the highest level 
in more than a quarter-century. Both figures were 
worse than experts expected. 

Orders for cars, computers, machinery and other 
durable goods plunged a larger-than-expected 5.2 
percent in January as global economic troubles 
reduced demand from customers at home and 
abroad. “We have been looking for signs that 
the economy’s rate of decline might be slowing, 
but can’t find any,” said Nigel Gault, chief U.S. 
economist at the IHS Global Insight consulting 
firm. 

The government reports offered more evidence 
that consumers are scaling back purchases as jobs 
vanish, home prices drop and stock portfolios 
shrink. Those factors fuel more job and spending 
cuts by profit-starved businesses. 

“The hope is that policy efforts by the federal 
government will be able to break that cycle,” said 
Zach Pandl, an economist at Nomura Securities 
International. “But it’s still going to take some 
time before that happens.” 

President Barack Obama’s $787 billion stimulus 
package, for example, includes billions of dollars 


of infrastructure spending, but most of the impact 
will not be felt until 2010 or later, Pandl said. 

The Obama administration forecast Thursday 
that the budget deficit will hit $1.75 trillion 
this year, reflecting the massive spending being 
undertaken to battle the severe recession and the 
worst financial crisis in seven decades. 

Initial jobless claims jumped to 667,000 last 
week, the Labor Department said, from the 
previous week’s figure of 631,000. Analysts had 
expected a slight drop in claims, which are now at 
the highest level since October 1982, though the 
work force has grown by about half since then. 
The four-week average of initial claims, which 
smooths out fluctuations, rose to 639,000, the 
highest in more than 26 years. 

And the number of people claiming benefits for 
more than one week reached 5.1 million, the 
highest total on records dating back to 1967 and 
the fifth straight week that continuing claims 
have reached a new high. 

JPMorgan Chase & Co. added to the bad news 
Thursday, saying that it would eliminate about 
12,000 jobs as it absorbs the operations of failed 
savings and loan Washington Mutual Inc. That 
figure includes 9,200 cuts announced previously 
and 2,800 jobs expected to be lost through 
attrition. Besides cutting jobs, companies are 
reducing their orders for new equipment. The 
Commerce Department’s latest report on U.S. 
factory activity showed orders falling for a record 
sixth straight month. The previous record of four 
straight monthly declines came in 1992.Q

AMSTERDAM (AP) — Engine trouble may have caused the 
Turkish Airlines crash that killed nine people in the Netherlands, 
the head of the agency investigating the accident said Thursday. 
Separately, officials said those killed were five Turks and four 
Americans. 

Flight TK1951 from Istanbul crashed about one mile short of 
the runway at Amsterdam’s Schiphol Airport on Wednesday 
morning, smashing into three pieces and spraying luggage and 
debris across a field. It was carrying 135 passengers and crew.

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Gates: photos of US war dead need families OK

WASHINGTON (AP) ^ 
Families of U.S. war dead will 


deeide whether the flag-draped 
easkets of their loved ones 
ean be photographed by news 
organizations when the fallen 
return to U.S. soil, Defense 
Seeretary Robert Gates said 
Thursday. 

Gates said he deeided to permit 
the photos at Dover Air Foree 
Base, Deleware, if the families 
agree. A working group will 
eome up with details and 
logisties. 

The new poliey reverses a 
ban put in plaee in 1991 by 
President George H.W. Bush. 
Some erities eontended the 
government was trying to hide 
the human eost of war. 

“We should not presume to 
make the deeision for the 
families — we should aetually 
let them make it,” Gates said at 
a Pentagon news eonferenee. 
He eited a differenee of opinion 
inside the Pentagon about 
whether to ehange the poliey, 
based on eoneems about 
what would be in the grieving 
families’ best interests. He said 
he was “never eomfortable” 
with the ban. 

“We’ve seen so many families 


go through so mueh,” added 
Adm. Mike Mullen, ehairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff He 
said the goal is to meet family 
needs in the most dignified way 
possible. 

White House press seeretary 
Robert Gibbs said President 
Baraek Obama asked Gates 
to review the poliey of media 
eoverage. Gibbs said Gates 
eame baek with a poliey 
eonsistent with one used at 
Arlington National Cemetery. 
Gibbs said it gives families the 
final say and “allows them to 
make that deeision and proteet 
their privaey if that’s what they 
wish to do. And the president 
is supportive of the seeretary’s 
deeision.” 

A veteran’s group weleomed 
the move. 

“All too often, the saerifiees 
of our military are hidden 
from view,” Paul Rieekhoff, 
exeeutive direetor of the Iraq 
and Afghanistan Veterans of 
Ameriea. “The sight of flag- 
draped eoffins is, and should 
be, a sobering reminder to 
all Amerieans of the ultimate 
saerifiee our troops have 


made and the high priee of our 
freedom.” 

But a spokeswoman for a 
military family group expressed 
disappointment. “This is a 
eomplete disregard for the will 
of Ameriea’s military families 
and the need for their privaey 
during this solemn moment,” 
said Meghan Tisinger, 
spokeswoman for Families 
United. 

Gates said family groups had 
been eonsulted and agreed with 
the ehanges. 

Two Demoeratie senators, 
John Kerry and Frank 
Lautenberg, urged Obama to 
let news photographers attend 
eeremonies at Dover and other 
military faeilities when military 
remains are returned to the 
United States. 

The Dover base is where 
easualties are brought before 
they are transferred on to the 
families’ hometowns. 

Gates said he initially asked for 
a review a year ago and was 
advised that families might feel 
uneomfortable with opening 
the eeremonies to media or 
that the relatives might feel 


pressure to attend the serviees 
despite fmaneial stresses. 
“Every flag-draped eoffin 
represents a family that will 
never again share a moment 
with their spouse, ehild or 
sibling,” Lautenberg said after 
the announeement. “We should 
honor — not hide — flag- 
draped eoffins. They are a 
symbol of the respeet, honor 
and dignity that our fallen 
heroes deserve.” 

Over the years, there were 
times when news organizations 
were allowed to photograph 
eoffins, until the administration 
of President George W. Bush 
and the wars in Iraq and 
Afghanistan. 

As of Wednesday, at least 4,251 
members of the U.S. military 
had died in the Iraq war sinee it 
began in Mareh 2003, aeeording 
to an Assoeiated Press eount. 
As of Tuesday, at least 584 
members of the U.S. military 
had died in Afghanistan, 
Pakistan and Uzbekistan as 
a result of the U.S. invasion 
of Afghanistan in late 2001, 
aeeording to the Defense

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Colleges warn students about Mexico travel

PHOENIX (AP) — The 
U.S. State Department 
and universities around 
the country are warning 
college students headed for 
Mexico for some spring- 
break partying about a surge 
in drug-related murder and 
mayhem south of the border. 
“We’re not necessarily 
telling students not to go, but 
we’re going to certainly alert 
them,” said Tom Dougan, 
vice president for student 
affairs at the University of 
Rhode Island. “There have 
been A m ericans kidnapped, 
and if you go you need to be 
very aware and very alert to 
this fact.” 

More than 100,000 high 
school- and college-age 
Americans travel to Mexican 
resort areas during spring 
break each year. Much of the 
drug violence is happening 
in border towns, and 
tourists have generally not 
been targeted, though there 
have been killings in the 
big spring-break resorts of 
Acapulco and Cancun, well 
away from the border. 

The University of Arizona 
in Tucson is urging its 
approximately 37,000 
students not to go to Mexico. 
Other universities — in the 
Southwest and far beyond, 
including Penn State, Notre 
Dame, the University of 
Colorado and the University 
at Buffalo — said they would 
call students’ attention to the 
travel warning issued Feb. 
20 by the State Department. 
The State Department 
stopped short of warning 
spring breakers not to go to 
Mexico, but advised them to 
avoid areas of prostitution 
and drug-dealing and 
take other commonsense 
precautions. 

“Sage advice,” said Tom 
Mangan, a spokesman 
for the federal Bureau of 
Alcohol, Tobacco, Firearms 
and Explosives. “We have 
had documented violence, 
attacks, killings, shootouts 
withthedrugcartelsinvolving 


not only the military but law 
enforcement personnel. It is 
indiscriminate violence, and 
certainly innocent people 
have been caught up in that 
collateral damage.” 

Mexico’s drug cartels are 
waging a bloody fight 
among themselves for 
smuggling routes and 
against government forces, 
carrying out massacres and 
dumping beheaded bodies in 
the streets. More than 6,000 
people were killed in drug 
violence in Mexico last year. 
But Mexican Attorney 
General Eduardo Medina 
Mora said in an interview 
with The Associated Press; 
“There is no major risk for 
students coming into Mexico 
in general terms. It is always 
important to advise the 
youngsters to behave.” 
Despite the bloodshed, the 
number of foreign tourists 
visiting Mexico surged 
to 23 million in 2008, up 
5.9 percent from the year 
before, spurred in part by the 
tumbling value of the peso 


against the dollar, according 
to the country’s Tourism 
Department. The department 
estimates 80 percent of 
tourists in Mexico come 
from the United States. 
“Cancun has always been 
one of our most popular 
destinations and that hasn’t 
changed this year,” said 
Patrick Evans of STA Travel, 
one of the biggest spring- 
break travel agencies. “Many 
of the packages we offer 
include lodging on the beach 
and in very nice resorts that 
take the utmost pride in 
making sure customers are 
safe.” Some students said 
the warnings are unlikely to 
deter them. 

University of Arizona 
sophomore Daniel Wallace 
is going to Puerto Penasco, 
or Rocky Point, for spring 
break, saying he is not 
worried about violence there. 
Besides, the 19-year-old said: 
“It’s relaxing, it’s warm. I’m 
a big fan of the beach and the 
drinking age is lower. It’s a 
fun place to go.” 


Amanda Corbett, a 
sophomore at North Carolina 
State, said she is going 
snowboarding in Virginia 
because she couldn’t afford 
Cancun. But three of her 
roommates are going there. 
“They really wanted to 
go,” the 20-year-old said. 
“Honestly, they probably

think nothing will happen to 
them. That’s the way I would 
look at it.” 

“If anything is going to 
deter people,” said Danielle 
Jones, a North Carolina 
State student who is staying 
close to home because of a 
family emergency, “it’s the 
recession.”Q

Congress is “moving to right 
a centuries-old wrong,” said 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid shortly before the 61-37 
vote. 

The House is expected to 
pass the measure with a 
strong majority next week 
and President Barack Obama, 
a co-sponsor when the bill 
failed to clear the Senate two 
years ago, has promised to 
sign it. 

The measure is likely to 
face a court challenge 
immediately after becoming 
law; opponents argue that it 
is unconstitutional because 
D.C. is not a state and does not 
qualify for representation. 
Sen. Joe Lieberman, a 
Connecticut independent, 
who sponsored the bill with 
Sen. Orrin Hatch, R-Utah, 
expressed confidence that 


they could win the legal 
argument and noted that the 
bill contained an expedited 
appeals process to ensure a 
quick court decision. 

The real issue, he said, is 
that the disenfranchisement 
of 600,000 residents of the 
nation’s capital “is patently 
unjust and un-American in a 
sense of the best principles of 
this country.” 

“This is a historic moment,” 
said Ilir Zherka, head of the 
advocacy group DC Vote. 
“In 2007 we were gaining 
tremendous momentum,” he 
said. “The huge difference 
this year is that we have 
an advocate in the White 
House.” 

Two years ago, with 
Democrats holding a smaller 
majority in the Senate and 
then-President George W. 
Bush threatening a veto on 
constitutional grounds, the 
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Senate fell three votes short 
of overcoming a GOP-led 
filibuster. 

Under the rules of debate 
Thursday, supporters needed 
60 votes to win passage. Six 
Republicans voted for the 
measure while two Democrats 
opposed it. Utah’s Hatch was 
a co-sponsor in part because 
the legislation, to offset the 
certain Democratic gain from 
D.C., adds a fourth district 
to Republican-leaning Utah. 
That would increase House 
voting membership by two, to 
437. The two representatives 
would be seated at the start 
of the next session in January 
2011. Utah’s maintaining that 
fourth seat would depend 
on the outcome of the 2010 
census. Utah barely missed 
out on picking up an extra 
seat after the 2000 census. 
The final Senate vote came 
after supporters turned back 
a constitutional challenge 
and another amendment 


that would have effectively 
returned the nonfederal areas 
of the district to Maryland. 
Senators did approve, 62-36, 
a controversial amendment 
pushed by pro-gun advocates 
that overturns most of the 
district’s tough gun control 
laws. That provision would 
still have to be approved 
when the House and Senate 
meet to reconcile differences 
in their bills. 

Opponents of the legislation 
pointed to Article I, Section 
2 of the Constitution, which 
says members of the House 
should be chosen “by the 
people of the several states.” 
The Constitution is clear, 
said Senate Republican 
leader Mitch McConnell of 
Kentucky, that “only states 
elect members of Congress. 
And according to the same 
article, the seat of the federal 
government is not to be 
considered a state.” 

Congress in 1978 did approve 


a constitutional amendment 
giving the district a full voice 
in Congress, but it was unable 
to win ratification of three- 
fourths of state legislatures. 
Those on the other side 
cited Article I, Section 8, 
which empowers Congress 
to “exercise exclusive 
legislation in all cases 
whatsoever” over the district 
chosen to be the national 
capital. Constitutional 

scholars, they say, agree that 
gives Congress the right to 
give the district a vote. They 
add that D.C. residents pay 
federal taxes and serve in the 
military and that the courts 
have long considered the 
district equivalent to a state 
in matters such as interstate 
commerce, taxation and 
criminal matters. 

D.C. residents have had the 
right to vote in presidential 
elections since the 23rd 
Amendment was ratified in 
1961.Q 


Top lawmakers skeptical of Obama’s Iraq plan

WASHINGTON 
Congressional leaders were 
skeptical as they awaited details 
on President Barack Obama’s 
plan to begin withdrawing 
troops from Iraq while leaving 
tens of thousands behind. 
Senior administration officials 
were expected to outline a 
plan that would bring most 
of the 142,000 forces home 
by August 2010. As many as 
50,000 troops could remain 
for cleanup and protection 
operations. 

“I have been one for a long time 


that’s called for significant 
cutbacks in Iraq, and I am 
happy to listen to the secretary 
of defense and the president,” 
Senate Majority Leader Harry 
Reid, D-Nev., told reporters 
Thursday before the briefing 
at the White House. “But when 
they talk about 50,000, that’s a 
little higher number than I had 
anticipated.” 

House Speaker Nancy Pelosi, 
D-Calif, had said Wednesday 
that she too wanted to hear the 
president’s justification for 
keeping 50,000 troops in Iraq. 
“I do think that there’s a need 
for some,” Pelosi said in an 


interview on MSNBC. “I 
don’t know that all of them 
have to be in country.” 
Republican lawmakers were 
skeptical for a different 
reason. They were concerned 
that troops might be pulled 
out too fast and security gains 
sacrificed. 

“While it may have sounded 
good during the campaign, I 
do think it’s important that we 
listen to those commanders 
and our diplomats who are 
there to understand how 
fragile the situation is,” said 
House Republican leader John 
Boehner, R-Ohio. 

Sen. John McCain, R-Ariz., 
who disagreed with Obama 
on Iraq policy when they 
competed for the presidency 
last fall, said the plan would 
not necessarily prevent 
casualties. 

“Let’s also be realistic: 
Advisers in any conflict are in 
harm’s way,” McCain told an 
audience at the conservative 
American Enterprise 

Institute.

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Four members ef assisted suicide group are arrested

ATLANTA (AP) — Joining 
the Final Exit Network costs 
$50, and the privileges of 
membership include this: 
When you’re ready to die, 
the organization will send 
two “exit guides” to show 
you how to suffocate yourself 
using helium tanks and a 
plastic hood. 

The Georgia-based 

organization says it is 
providing an invaluable and 
humane service. Authorities 
call it a crime. 

Four members of the Final 
Exit Network, including its 
president and its medical 
director, were arrested 
Wednesday and charged with 
assisted suicide in the death 
of 58-year-old John Celmer 
last June at his home near 
Atlanta. Investigators said 
the organization may have 
been involved in as many as 
200 other deaths around the 
country. 

“The law is very clear, and 
they clearly violated it,” 
said Georgia Bureau of 
Investigation spokesman John 
Bankhead. 

The arrests came after an 
eight-month investigation in 
which an undercover agent 
posing as someone bent on 
suicide infiltrated the Final 
Exit Network, which bases 
its work on “The Final Exit,” 
a best-selling suicide manual 
by British author Derek 
Humphry. 

Members of the Final Exit 
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Network are instructed to buy 
two new helium tanks and 
a hood, known as an “exit 
bag,” according to the GBI. 
In court papers, investigators 
said the organization 
recommends helium because 
it is undetectable during an 
autopsy. 

The network, which was 
founded in 2004 and claims 
3,000 members, donors and 
volunteers nationwide, has 
long operated in the open. 
It has its own Web site, and 
its leaders have held news 
conferences and appeared at 
paid speaking engagements. 
The group’s members bristle 
at the term assisted suicide, 
saying they don’t actively aid 
suicides but rather support and 
guide those who decide to end 
their lives. 

“We’re just there to help,” 
said Jerry Dincin, the group’s 
vice president, who was not 
arrested. “People insist upon 
it. They want to do what they 
want to do. They’re suffering, 
and if they have intolerable 
pain, then they want to 
sometimes get out of that 
intolerable pain.” 

Celmer did not appear to be 


seriously ill. While his mother 
said he had suffered for years 
from throat and mouth cancer, 
court documents quoted his 
doctor as saying he had made 
a “remarkable recovery” and 
was cancer-free at the time of 
his suicide. Authorities said he 
may have been embarrassed 
about his appearance after jaw 
surgery. 

Also, his doctor told 
investigators that Celmer was 
in pain because of arthritis, but 
that it could have been lessened 
if he had taken his medication 
properly and stopped drinking 
and smoking. 

Georgia authorities arrested 
the group’s president, Thomas 
E. Goodwin, and member 
Claire Blehr. According to 
investigators, Goodwin and 
Blehr were with Celmer when 
he died, each holding a hand, 
and the two cleaned up the 
scene afterward by removing 
the hood and the helium 
tanks. 

Maryland authorities arrested 
the organization’s medical 
director. Dr. Lawrence D. 
Egbert, 81, of Baltimore, 
and Nicholas Alec Sheridan, 
a regional coordinator.

Investigators said Egbert and 
Sheridan evaluated Celmer 
before his death and gave the 
OK for his suicide. 

Those arrested could get up 
to five years in prison on 
the assisted-suicide charges. 
They were also charged with 
evidence-tampering and 
racketeering. Oregon and 
Washington are the only states 
to legalize assisted suicide. 
Authorities in Arizona are 
also investigating whether the 
group helped in the 2007 death 
of a woman who suffered

from depression but was not 
terminally ill. As part of the 
probe, investigators searched 
14 sites in Arizona, Georgia, 
Florida, Maryland, Michigan, 
Ohio, Missouri, Colorado, and 
Montana. 

Goodwin said in a 2006 
interview with The Atlanta 
Journal-Constitution that the 
organization had worked with 
36 people who wanted to end 
their lives. In court papers, 
investigators said Goodwin 
alone had assisted in 30 
deaths. □

Chief investigator Pieter 
van Vollenhoven said, in 
remarks quoted by Dutch state 
tele visionNO S, that the B oeing 
737-800 had fallen almost 
directly from the sky, which 
pointed toward the plane’s 
engines having stopped. He 


said a reason for that had not 
yet been established. 
Spokeswoman Sandra 

Groenendal of the Dutch 
Safety Authority confirmed 
his remarks and added that 
engine failure on the was 
still only “one of the possible 
scenarios” for the crash. 

Van Vollenhoven said an 


analysis of the plane’s flight 
data recorders in Paris could be 
completed as early as Friday, 
but his agency would probably 
not make a preliminary finding 
until next week. 

“We hope to have a firmer grip 
as soon as possible,” he said, 
adding that the information 
retrieved from the recorders 
was of high quality. 

Survivors say engine noise 
seemed to stop, the plane 
shuddered and then simply 
fell out of the sky tail-first. 
Witnesses on the ground said 
the plane dropped from about 
300 feet (90 meters). 
Haarlemmermeer mayor Theo 
Weterings said the names 
of the victims would not be 
released until the bodies have 
been formally identified. 

“The relatives have been 
informed” of the deaths, he 
told the Associated Press. “We 
have arranged some help for 
them.” 

He also said Thursday that 
investigators now say 135 
passengers and crew were 


on the flight, not 134 as 
previously believed, which 
was one reason it had taken so 
long to account for the dead. 
At the crash site Thursday, 
investigators took detailed 
photos of the wreckage, trying 
to piece together why the plane 
lost speed and crashed. 

On Wednesday, Jim Proulx, 
a Boeing spokesman in 
Seattle, identified four Boeing 
employees on the flight as 
Ronald A. Richey, John 
Salman, Ricky E. Wilson and 
Michael T. Hemmer. Proulx 
said they are from the Puget 
Sound area of Washington 
state, and were traveling on 
company business. 

Boeing could not immediately 
be reached Thursday for a 
reaction or say whether any 
or all of its employees were 
among the dead. 

One survivor, Henk Heijloo, 
said the last message he heard 
from the captain was for flight 
crew to take their seats. He 
said it took him time to realize 
the landing had gone wrong. 


“We were coming in at an odd 
angle, and I felt the pilot give 
the plane more gas,” he said. 
He thought the pilot might 
have been trying to abort the 
landing, because the nose 
came up. 

Then he realized the landing 
was too rough to be normal 
and a moment later he felt an 
enormous crash. 

He walked away apparently 
uninjured, but his body began 
aching Thursday, he said. 
Turkish Airlines chief Temel 
Kotil said the captain, Hasan 
Tahsin Arisan, was an 
experienced former air force 
pilot. Turkish officials said the 
plane was built in 2002. 
Turkish Airlines issued a 
statement Thursday denying 
reports that the plane had had 
technical problems in the days 
before the accident. 

It confirmed the plane 
had undergone routine 
maintenance on Feb. 19, and 
that it had to delay a flight 
Feb. 23 to replace a faulty 
caution light.□

POINTE-A-PITRE, 
Guadeloupe (AP) — 
Negotiators hailed progress in 
labor talks Thursday but still 
fell short of a deal to end a 
general strike that has paralyzed 
the Freneh Caribbean island of 
Guadeloupe for 37 days. 

In overnight talks, the Freneh 
government offer to provide 
$102 (€80) of a striker- 

demanded $250 (€200) monthly 
inerease on the minimum 
wage. 

But union leaders, business 
owners and Freneh government 
offieials were again unable 
to find a solution that would 
help islanders eope with the 
eeonomie erisis, unemployment 
and soaring living eosts — and 
be aeeeptable to the private 
seetor of this Freneh overseas 
department. 

“We made progress but we have 
not reaehed the end,” Nieolas 
Desforges, Guadeloupe’s 
top Paris-appointed offieial, 
told reporters as he exited the 
meeting. He saidrepresentatives 
of the private seetor were 
eonsidering proposals, and 
negotiations resumed Thursday 
afternoon. 

Strike leaders with the Colleetive 
Against Exploitation, or LKP, 
told supporters, who remained 
singing and drumming on a 
Guadeloupe plaza throughout 


the negotiations, that they had 
seeured a promise to meet the 
$250 monthly raise for islanders 
making $1,130 (€900) a month 
but that details were yet to be 
finalized. 

But business owners involved 
in the negotiations eould not 
immediately be reaehed to 
eonfirm those statements. 
Meanwhile, patienee was 
wearing thin as roughly 500 
protesters deseended upon 
a high-end groeery store in 
Baie-Mahault and ehased 
off shoppers. They ehanted, 
“Employers are thieves, 
exploitation has ended! ” as they 
knoeked over shopping earts 
and barrieaded the parking lot. 
In the neighboring Freneh 
Caribbean island of Martinique, 
violenee erupted for the seeond 
night in a row over high priees, 
low pay and alleged negleet 
by offieials in Paris. Strikers 
looted stores, burned ears and 
hurled beer bottles at poliee 
who responded with tear gas. 
Two poliee offieers were 
injured and one was taken to 
the hospital, poliee said in a 
statement. 

Dozens of people were 
detained, although poliee 
did not immediately provide 
a speeifie number. And at 
least 27 people detained on 
Tuesday night remained in 
poliee eustody, aeeused of 
partieipating in looting and

arson. 

Firefighters saidthey responded 
to about 50 ealls that ineluded 
14 burned ears and about 40 
garbage bin fires. 

FrenehPrime Minister Franeois 
Fillon vowed Thursday that 
ealm would be restored to 
Martinique. 

“We are putting into plaee the 
means to ensure the seeurity 
of people and goods in 
Martinique,” he said without 
elaborating. Violenee must not 
interfere with negotiations, he 
said. 

Martinique has not seen the 
same degree of violenee as 
that on Guadeloupe, where 
weeks of strikes degenerated 
into rioting in whieh one 
labor aetivist was shot dead. 
Business on both islands has 
been largely frozen. 

Freneh President Nieolas 
Sarkozy last week announeed 
a $730 million (€580 million) 
fmaneial paekage to help 
development in the Caribbean 
regions of his eountry. But 
strikers eomplained that 
proposals were vague and 
did not direetly address their 
demand for higher pay.Q

Tiger loses in second ronnd to Tim Clark

MARANA, Arizona (AP) — 
One day after a ceremonious 
return to golf, Tiger Woods was 
on his way home. 

Tim Clark of South Africa 
played 16 holes without a 
bogey and pulled ahead for 
good on the back nine to knock 
Woods out of the Accenture 
Match Play Championship with 
a 4-and-2 victory on Thursday. 
Woods holed out a 50-foot 
bunker shot for birdie on the 
14th hole and appeared to be 
making a run, but his tee shot 
on the 15th hole hit a cart path 
and went over a fence and out of 
bounds, costing him the hole. 
The good news for golf was it 
probably won’t have to wait 
eight months to see him again. 
Woods likely will play in 
two weeks at Miami in the 
CA Championship, although 
he said he would wait to see 
how his left knee felt. This 
was his first tournament since 
reconstructive surgery on the 
knee one week after he won the 
U.S. Open in June. 

Asked where he would go from 
here. Woods replied, “To the 
airport.” 

Clark, a pesky opponent with 
a sharp short game, didn’t give 
him much of a chance. He was 
6-under par when the match 
ended on the par-3 16th hole, 
where he put his tee shot 4 feet 
away. The putt was conceded 
when Woods failed to chip in 
from just off the green. 

“I knew I had to play out of my 
mind to beat him,” Clark said. 
“I’m very proud of the way I 
played.” 

Next up for Clark is 19-year- 
old Rory Mcllroy of Northern 
Ireland, who birdied the last two 


holes to beat Hunter Mahan. 
Phil Mickelson, coming off a 
victory last week at the Northern 
Trust Open, is the highest seed 
left in the tournament going 
into the third round. Mickelson, 
No. 5, again avoided a late 
meltdown and hung on to beat 
fellow Masters champion Zach 
Johnson, 1 up. 

Vijay Singh, the No. 4 seed, 
lost his last three holes and 
was beaten by Luke Donald of 
England in 19 holes. 

The only other top-10 players 
remaining were No. 8 seed 
Geoff Ogilvy, who won in 19 
holes for the second straight 
day, this time against Shingo 
Katayama; and No. 9 seed 
Camilo Villegas, who beat 
Miguel Angel Jimenez, 5 and 
4. 

Villegas has played only 26 
holes in two rounds. 

It was a big day for England, 
which had five players advance 
to the third round, the same as 
the Americans. Leading the 


way was Oliver Wilson, who 
made eight birdies and needed 
them all in a 2-and-l victory 
over Anthony Kim.

Evacuan crucero 
italiano en Uruguay 

MONTEVIDEO (AP) - Las autoridades resolvieron evacuar 
provisionalmente a unos 1.400 pasajeros de un crucero italiano que 
el jueves sufrid un principio de incendio y esta inmovilizado frente 
a la costa uruguaya, informd a la AP el capitan de navio Alvaro 
Guinea. 

De acuerdo con los informes, hubo un incendio en un generador 
electrico de la sala de maquinas a unas siete millas marinas de la 
costa del puerto de Punta del Este, a 140 kildmetros de Montevideo. 
Guinea dijo que no hubo heridos y el fuego fue controlado por la 
tripulacidn sin inconvenientes, y aunque se tratd de “una verdadera 
emergencia” ocurrid durante la noche “cuando los pasajeros 
estaban descansando y no se percataron de nada”.Q 


Secretarfo OEA en mision para 
acercar a Ecuador y Colombia 


QUITO (AP) - El presidente ecuatoriano Rafael 
Correa expuso las repercusiones del conflicto 
colombiano al secretario general de la OEA Jose 
Miguel Insulza quien visita este pais andino 
como parte de los esfuerzos del organismo 
continental para lograr un acercamiento entre 
los gobiernos de Quito y Bogota. 

Los dos paises mantienen rotas sus relaciones 
desde hace casi un ano tras la incursidn 
armada colombiana del 1 de marzo a territorio 
ecuatoriano para atacar un campamento de las 
Fuerzas Armadas Revolucionarias de Colombia 
(FARC), lo que fue considerado por Ecuador 
como una violacidn a su soberania. 

En una breve declaracidn a la prensa tras su 
encuentro con Correa y antes con el canciller 
Pander Falconi, Insulza dijo que conversd con 
el mandatario ecuatoriano de varios temas 
incluidas la situacidn econdmica global y las 
relaciones entre Ecuador y Colombia. 
Confirmd que el viemes tiene previsto recorrer 
la zona costera de la frontera, la provincia de 
Esmeraldas, y que el presidente Correa “queria 
explicarme bien la zona del pais a la cual voy 
a visitar manana... exponerme la situacidn alia, 
me explied bien la situacidn de esa zona, los 
problemas que ahi se viven”. 


No quiso hacer declaraciones sobre el ambiente 
que encontrd para una posible reanudacidn de 
relaciones. Insulza confirmd que no viajara a 
Colombia porque estuvo recientemente enPasto 
en un evento auspiciado por la Organizacidn de 
los Estados Americanos (OEA). De Ecuador 
partira rumbo a Paraguay, Uruguay, Chile, 
Argentina y Brasil. 

En un comunicado, la OEA dijo que Insulza 
analizd con las autoridades ecuatorianas 
“cuestiones relacionadas con la misidn de 
buenos oficios que desarrolla la OEA en busca 
de un acercamiento entre Ecuador y Colombia, 
tras la crisis del 1 de marzo de 2008”. 

El canciller ecuatoriano explied que acompanara 
a Insulza al recorrido por Esmeraldas para “ver 
in situ” las consecuencias del conflicto interno 
colombiano en el Ecuador. Casi medio milldn 
de colombianos viven en el pais. 

Dijo que esa situacidn “no solo estaproduciendo 
el tema del desplazamiento de colombianos a 
territorio ecuatoriano sino que esta provocando 
un desplazamiento interno de ecuatorianos” en 
una zona donde se ha denunciado en los liltimos 
meses la presencia de fuerzas ilegales y actos 
de violencia de supuestos grupos paramilitares 
colombianos.
